FRANCE AND HER CRITICS. 


The French have 
been 
criticised 
rather severely of recent months not 
only in this country but in Great Brit­ 
ain also. 
The 
ground 
of the com­ 
plaint is that France tends to become 
imperialistic and is opposing a liberal 
settlement of the great political world 
problems of the times. Dogmatic con­ 
clusions regarding matters so large 
and so complex 
are 
dangerous, but 
there are one or two facts that should 
not be lost 
sight of by 
those who 
would sit in judgment on the French. 
One of these is the fact that of all the 
countries of Europe, France is least 
affected by the unrest and discontent 
of the times. 
The other is the fact 
that no other European country, with 
the possible exception of Belgium, has 
gone back to work with such a will 
and has made such progress towards 
recovery from the war’s devastation 
as France. 
A contented population, a busy pop­ 
ulation, a population freer from Bol­ 
shevist poison than any other in Eu­ 
rope, a population that has already 
made the ruined fields of Northern 
France green once more with abun­ 
dant crops, a population that has re­ 
opened scores of ruined mines and set 
in motion once more the wheels of 
hundreds of destroyed factories—this 
is one exhibit, and a very impressive 
exhibit, which 
France 
has to offer 
when her critics accuse her of block­ 
ing, by means of her world politics, 
the return of the nations to a peace 
based upon liberal principles of jus­ 
tice.
